HISTORICAL SOIL 


The Site Selected for the **Old Com- 
mander’s” Tomb. 


Description of Riverside Park—The 
Beautiful Spot Where Grant's Re- 
mains Will Be Interred—Interesting 
Reminiscences—A Temporary Vault 
Being Constructed. 


By Telegraph te the Post-Disvatch, 

New York, July 29.—As announced in the Post- 
Disraron yesterday Gen. Grant's tomb has been 
finally located in Riverside Park, on the bank of the 
Hudson River, in obedience to the decision of Mra. 


Grant. The Commissioners of Parks were in- 


structed to proceed at once to build the temporary 
tomb, and in less than three hours after the reveipt 
of Col. Grant's dispatch work had begun. The spot 
selected is at the northern end ofthe Park, near 
One Hundred and Twenty-second street, on a high 
knoll, commanding a magnificent view 
of the entire city and looking up 
and down the Hudson for many miles. 
The work of excavation only added to the mass of 
loose dirt and stones piled about in great confu- 
sion. The vault will face the Hudson River, and 
will be situated about forty feet west of the 
eastern, or main drive. It will be built of Philadel- 
phia pressed brick, in red and black, and faced 
with blue stone trimmings. Its estimated cost is 
$2,000. At the request of Col. Grant there will be 
two marble benches provided in the interior, upon 
one of which will rest the casket containing the 
body of the General, Several hundred park 
laborers will be put to work to-day to grade the 
ground in the vicinity of . the tem- 
porary vault, and to construct a 
broad foot path and a carriage drive from 


the roadway, which will circle the bill and accom- 
modate the many thousands of persons who are 
expected to attend the funeral. The 
will then be inciosed by afence, making it secure 
from ail intrusion during the construction of the 
permanent tomb.

General Haneock Assigning the Different

New York, July 29.--The clerks in the Adjutant 
General's office on Governor's Island, are puzzled 
how to answer the many questions asked regarding 
General Grant's funeral, and in 
transmitting to the various organizations 
throughout the country the arrangements so far 
as affects them and so far as completed.

All who lease land from them 
must know that they are liable to plead the 
infancy act and that, whether they do or not, 
the Government is bound to interfere and dis- 
possess the lessees whenever their possession of 
the land threatens to subject the Government 


to the cost of serious Indian troubles.

If Vice-President Hzwpricks is eager, as 
alleged, to put himself at the head of an anti- 
Administration wing of the Democratic party, 
he had better think twice before he makes an 
issue With Mr. CLEVELAND by heading a revolt 
against the enforcement of the civil service 
laws.
